plaess for debris. We do cot believe in the 
efficiency of dams for holding back the 
debris, and dieapprove of any compromise 
with th9 hydraulic miners, except that they 
send down clear water.” 
Attorney-General H art has expressed to J. 
H. Jewett, the well-known banker of this 
city,a belief that he cm push the case of The 
People vs. The Gold Run Mining Company 
to a final decision by the Supreme Court as 
early as February next.

Supposed the family bad gone to church ; but 
upon calling r.gaiu this morning and fiudiug 
tho door again locked, and cuspecting that 
something was wrong, mintioned the fact to 
his family on his return, w hen they repaired 
to the dwelling and forced open th8 kitchen 
door, when a horrible eight was revealed. 
Mrs. Princo lay dead upon tho floor, her face, 
bauds and clothing covered with blood. Upon 
examination it was discovered that her jaw 
was broken and skull fractured. A flatiron 
ly'ng uear, covered with b'nod, showed it to 
be the miseile of death. Upon entering an­ 
other rooora the young man, Herbert Os­ 
born, was found lying in his bed, with his 
arms folded upon his breast, dead. A bottle 
partly filled with laudanum, found in the 
room, told the tale cf his death. The in- 
qne3t has not yet been held, and the above 
facts are all that have Leea revealed. Os­ 
born was 24 years old, and a man of excel­ 
lent family.

T u c s o n , November 14th.—A Star special 
correspondent from Flagstaff, A. T., say» : 
The A. andP, R. R. track is laid to St. Jo­ 
seph, on the Little Colorado river, 203 miles 
west of Albuquerque, N. M. 
It is expected 
the track will reach Winslow, near Sunset 
Crossing, on^the Little Colorado, during this 
month. This will he tho end of the second 
division, and trains will run regularly after De­ 
cember 1st. As this is but 134 miles from Pres­ 
cott, and 92 miles from Verde, it is expected 
trade in that direction will be stimulated. 
Holbrook is located near the junction of the 
Little Colorado and Rio Puerco, 50 miles 
west of Albuquerque. 
It is a small town, 
and is the most accessible point for the set­ 
tlers on the headwaters of the Little Colo­ 
rado and White Mountain country. I t is 68 
miles from the St. Johns county seat, and 130 
from Camp Apache. There aro already good 
wagon roads to this point from the railroad. 
The inhabitants are generally Mormons in 
that locality. 
The Mormons are building Fort Mounly, 
nine miles from Flagstaff. They have ex­ 
pended 8800. The object is to withstand the 
Indians. 
Grading on the railroad on the line is under 
way as far west as Huckberry, iu Mohave 
county. The Hnckberry mine has resumed 
operations. 
Northern Arizona has had a successful sea­ 
son. Grazing is excellent, potatoes five to six 
cents per pound, and grain six to seven cents 
all along the line of the railroad west of the 
San Francisco mountains. 
Everything pro­ 
duced in the country is in great demand. The 
saw-mill and lumber business has a big boom. 
Freighting and work on the grade gives em­ 
ployment to everybody. 
The report that an emigrant train was 
robbed at Benson yesterday is a canard. 
The M. E. Church of Tucson wa3 dedi­ 
cated yesterday by Bishop G. H. Adams, as­ 
sisted by Dr. Frazier, of San Francisco. This 
is the sixth M. E. church built during the 
year by Mr. Adams. All were dedicated free 
of debt, 
T hero is much satisfaction expressed here 
at the contemplated union of the Southern 
Pacific and Texas Pacific ILaiiroads. 
Thomas Nickerson, of Boston, Ls expected 
here this week.

CANADA AND ANNEXATION. 
The annexation of Canada is being talked 
of ag&ir. When last the proposition was 
under discussion it was made apparent that 
if at any time the people of the Dominion 
wished to sever their relations with the 
mother country, the latter would tr.alte no 
attempt to prevent the change. Perhaps 
this manifestation of indifference or liber­ 
ality on the part of Eogland may have 
piqued the Canadians, or perhaps their 
politician class realized that in giving up 
their colonial position they would have to 
surrender a great many very desirable 
prizes in the way of offices. They no 
donbt saw that though they might be very 
considerable personages in the Dominion, 
as citizens of an American State they 
would have to encounter a great deal of 
competition. Nor could they fail to un­ 
derstand that it was often very convenient 
to have the Imperial Treasury to fall back 
upon when they wanted important public 
works carried out. And so they declared, 
like 
Mrs. 
Mieawbcr, that 
nothing 
should make them desert Mr. Micawber, 
that is to say, the mother country, and 
that they would always be at hand to pro­ 
pose appropriations. Indeed their patriot­ 
ism seems to have been remarkably 
similar to that cf Colonel Mulberry Sel­ 
lers, “ The old flag—and au appropri- 
“ atioa,’’ comprising it in one neat and 
succinct phrase. 
Of course we do not 
mean to say that there is no more real 
sentiment of attachment t) England in 
Crnada than this. 
No donbt there is 
p'enty of sterling British patriotism to be 
found there. Bat the politician class is 
no) the -one in which that or any other 
genuine feeling is to be looked .for, and it 
is this c’ast which after all does the 
representation for the Dominion. 
Pro­ 
fessor Goldwin Smith is at present con­ 
ducting a controversy over the annexation 
question, in which he takes the annex­ 
ation side, and expresses his belief that 
pnbl ic opinion in Canada is almost ripe for 
separation. However this may be, it is 
entirely natural that it should bo so, for 
Cmada as a Biitish possession becomes a 
greater anomaly every year, and the natu­ 
ral advantages of annexation are so great 
and obvious that the delay of the Do­ 
minion people in taking that step must be 
regarded as the strongest evidence of their 
unselfish loyalty to the mother country. 
Nor can it be seriously doubted that an­ 
notation is the destiny of Canada. To the 
United State3 the question Í3 of compara­ 
tively slight importance. It can wait until 
the time is ripe, knowing that sooner or 
later the natural conditions of the environ­ 
ment will bring about the absorption of our 
neighbors. Canada, in fact, may be said to 
belong as naturally to the United States 
as Ireland to England. Geographical, com­ 
mercial and social relations in both cases 
outweigh all other influences, and in both 
casts must ultimately determine the event. 
Ireland must al way 3 form an integr^ part 
of the British Empire, and in time to come 
Americans will wonder how Quaafia could 
ever have been so long under the jurisdic­ 
tion of a foreign power. 


It is stated that the Anti-Debris Associ­ 
ation of the Sacramento Valley has deter­ 
mined to send delegates to the Convention 
of miners and farmers proposed by the 
committee of the San Francisco Board of 
Trade, to be held next Thursday in San 
Francisco. Certainly this ¡3 the wisest 
course the Anti-Debris Association can take 
under the circumstances. The farmers per­ 
ceive clearly enough that tho one deliver­ 
ance for them lies in the stoppage of the 
flow tf debr:3 into the rivers. Whether 
this stoppage is effected by the.impounding 
oi the debris or by the cessation of mining 
can make no difference to those who are 
injured by it, and therefore it is for them 
to employ the methods which promise to 
effect their purpose most speedily and 
effectually. The farmers were led to be­ 
lieve that litigation was the quickest and 
surest moans of protecting themselves, and 
they have now had some experience of 
that recourse. They must realize by this 
time tSat relief through the Courts is at 
best uncertain and tedious. Up to the 
present moment they have virtually failed 
t<f make any progress. 
They thought 
they had succeeded in getting the hy­ 
draulic mines stopped from working, but 
they have now learned that the law 
enables both parties to an issue to employ 
the same machinery, and that injunctions 
can be had to prevent injunctions from 
taking effect, among other purposes. As 
the case stands it is in short perfectly 
clear, first, that litigation has done nothing 
towards providing relief from the debris, 
and, Eecond, that it is impossible to say 
how long this relief will have to be waited 
for, or whether it can be obtained at alL 
Nothing in fact can be more doubttul or 
full of uncertainty than the legal situa­ 
tion. Lawyers who are interested in keep­ 
ing the ball rolling may perhaps be willing 
to hold out groundless hopes to their 
clients, but dispassionate observers who 
have watched the proceedings clearly can 
see no reasons for expecting a Bpeedy end 
to the snits. 
Meantime it is necessary to point out 
that the attempt to enjoin the miners (in 
Nevada county at least) has so far been a 
failure, and that the debris is still being 
sent down. In this state of affairs the 
farmers must in justice to themselves take 
the proposal of the San Francisco Board of 
Trade into serious consideration. If they 
reject it, and after having done so find 
that the Courts will afford them no redress, 
they will have nothing before them but 
rain. 
They cannot, therefore, afford to 
trust everything to the obviously uncer 
tain issue of litigation, but they ought to 
take advantage of the proposal of the 
Board of Trade, and the more readily since 
they can do so entirely without prejudice 
to the pending suits. To refuse to send 
representatives to the proposed Convention, 
moreover, would be to indicate a desire fcr 
revengt rather than for protection. It 
would naturally be interpreted as a decla­ 
ration of their purpose to rest satisfied 
with nothing short of the absolute destruc­ 
tion of tho hydraulic mining interest. To 
take such a position as this would be alike 
impolitic and unreasonable, since there is 
no assurance that the stoppage of hydraulic 
mining can be compassed by litigatiou, and 
since, if it is not compassed after the 
fanners have taken so extreme a position, 
they are liable to lose the sympathy of the 
community subsequently, and precisely 
when they will need it the most. 
The arrangement of a compromise, as 
the. case stands, is the only rational pro­ 
gramme. Neither side has enough to ex­ 
pect from protracted litigation to make 
that course the most desirable one. Neither 
side can have any real confidence in the 
outcome of that kind of contest. But 
both sides have strong reasons for seeking 
a speedy adjustment of the cause, for both 
have much to lose by procrastination. 
While the tlow and dubious process of the 
Courts is going on, the debris is being 
poured into the streams, and as winter ap­ 
proaches the danger to the valley lands in­ 
creases every day. The miners, however, 
have practically expressed 'their readiness 
to take care of this debris hereafter, if the 
farmers will content themselves with that, 
and if this undertaking is carried out faith­ 
fully there can be no donbt that it offers 
a solution of the problem such as may not 
be reached in ten years by litigation. In 
fact the difference between the two 
methods of procedure is that whereas one 
only holds out a doubtful and indefinite 
prospect of possible relief at some un­ 
known period in the fntnre, the other 
promises speedy, definite and complete re­ 
lief, atid this apparently without further 
coat to the farmers. 
There can be no excuse for rejecting the 
opportunity to arrange such a compromise. 
The Anti-Debri3 Association certainly can­ 
not properly guard the interests of its 
members unless it sends delegates to the 
Compromise Convention. Of course it will 
not bo bound to accept the propositions 
made there, but we think that it is bound 
to ascertain what terms the miners are 
prepared to offer. It is also very clear 
that the miners possess the power to stop 
the flow of debris, whereas all the at' 
tempts thus far made to get such a power 
exercised by the Courts have signally 
failed. The end sought being the cessa- 
t on of tho debris flow, it is mere common- 
set.se to taka tho straightest road to that 
end, and this straightest road lies through 
the Compromise Convention. It is anfor- 
tunately the case that since the failure of 
the Drainage Act there remain no means 
of holding back the great quantity of de­ 
bris already in the canyons and river 
channels. This cannot be dealt with either 
by injunctions or suits or compromises, 
and the one fact that it is beyond the ju­ 
risdiction of any tribunals which can now 
be appealed to demonstrates the wisdom of 
the Record*Union's position in advocating 
the fall and sustained application of the 
plan embodied in the defunct law. The 
farmers are to-day obliged to depend either 
upon the Courts or upon compromise, and 
all the reasons deserving consideration 
point to the latter as the most trustworthy 
line of action. 
GUITEAD ON TRIAL. 
Yesterday Guiteau was placcd'on trial. 
Hts counsel wished to ask for a further 
postponement, but Guiteau interposed and 
said that he was thoroughly prepared to go 
to trial. His counsel Scoville is reported 
as saying that Gnitean cannot be prevented 
front taking an active part in the defense, 
hut it fs not doubtful that he favors this 
arrangement, as being calculated to display 
the defendant's conduct in such a light as 
to support the plea of insanity. In fact it 
is apparent that all of Guitean’s pettifog­ 
ging tálente are to be employed on his own 
behalf, for the purpose of strengthening the 
plea of insanity, and that his pretended 
belief in a Divine mission is to play an im­ 
portant part in the defense. The case on 
the part of the prosecution docs not Beem 
to be conducted thus far with much energy, 
though it may be too early to form a judg­ 
ment on that point. It is evident that 
some considerable time will be consumed 
in obtaining a jury, and the nnreasonable- 


ness of the existing practice of allowing 
the defense in murder cases so many chal­ 
lenges is likely to be brought out very con­ 
spicuously in this instance. It secmB to be 
expected that the trial will occupy a com­ 
paratively long time, and that is the gen­ 
eral indication so far. 


THE METROPOLIS. 


JAY GOULD’S TRIBULATIONS. 
The arrest of the apparently half-crazy 
man who threatened to kill Jay Gould has 
lifted a corner of the curtain which con­ 
ceals the life of the millionaire from the 
vulgar gaze, and has shown enough to 
justify the impression that the lot of a 
very rich man “ is not a happy one.” For 
it appears that the receipt of threatening 
letters ha3 long been a regular phenomenon 
with him, and that as one of the penalties 
of his wealth he has to read epistles daily 
which convey the soothing information 
that if he does not eend so many thousand 
dollars to such and such an address before 
sunset next day, he will have his throat 
cut or his brains blown out, or be hoisted 
with dynamite. And though perhaps Mr. 
Gould has become used in part to this 
peculiar kind of mail, it must occur to him 
occasionally that once in a while some 
genuine lunatic does do more than threaten 
assassination. He no donbt is aware that 
he is not alone in being thus barrassed, 
moreover. As a matter of fact all very 
rich men are made the targets of these 
desperate blackmailers. The Rothschilds 
were quite accustomed to it many years ago, 
and probably every man known to possess 
as much as half a million dollars has 
been the recipient of the same kind of cor­ 
respondence. Yet, as we remarked, there 
is always an element of real danger in the 
case. 
At any moment some genuine 
maniac may take it into his head to kill a 
millionaire, and then it seems possible that 
there might be quite a general attack upon 
the rich by the Gniteaus and the Welleses. 
Mr. Gould’s persecutor seems to be one of 
those particularly dangerous lunatics who 
are thought “ just sane enough not to be 
“ confined,” and who, being thus left free 
to develop all their insane delusions with­ 
out let or hindrance, are exceedingly apt to 
blossom suddenly into homicidal maniacs, 
and to give evidence of the completeness 
of their lunacy by committing some ter­ 
rible deed, Such men as Welles are pre­ 
cisely those who ought to be within asylum 
walls, and Jay Gould will do well to see 
that his eccentric correspondent is put 
where he will have no further opportuni­ 
ties of experimenting, in the role of a Di­ 
vine Commissioner, upon the lives of his 
neighbors. 
- 
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SELLING TELEGRAPH NEWS, 
The account of the discovery, at Cincin­ 
nati, of systematic treachery on the part of 
a telegraph operator, who has been in the 
habit of selling the news that came over 
tho wires to various parties, ought not to 
surprise anyone. Acorporationsoexlensive 
as the Western Union must have some un­ 
faithful employes. W hat is really cause fcr 
astonishment is that so vast an amount of 
confidential business is hourly transacted 
with so few betrayals. Intelligence of the 
utmost importance and even money 
value is continually passing over the wires 
in all directions, yet it is very rarely that 
we hear of such a case as that at Cincin­ 
nati. There are one or two stories of op­ 
erators in this State who are said to have 
intercepted news from Virginia City to San 
Francisco during the palmy days of the 
Stock Boards, and who are reported to have 
made much money by their dishonesty, but 
we do not know whether there is any truth 
in these tales, and even if there be the cases 
are very few. As a rule telegraph operat­ 
ors appear to deserve a quite remarkable 
character for fidelity, reticence and cau­ 
tiousness, and the public have certainly 
been fully warranted in confiding even 
their most important concerns to this hard­ 
working and poorly-paid class.

FATAL RESULT. 
Officer Henry O. Angill, who shot himself 
in the North End police station Sunday 
night, died last night at a quarter to 10 
o’clock, from the effects of the injury. De­ 
ceased was a Dative of Ohio, 37 years of age. 
He had been connected with the police force 
for three years and five mouths. 
THE SUNDAT LAW. 
A meeting of the clergy of the city and 
vicinity was held at Association Hall this af­ 
ternoon to concert measures for the better ob­ 
servance of the Sabbath and sustaining the 
Sunday law. Rev. Dr. Patterson, of Brook­ 
lyn, presided. The report of the committee 
appointed some weeks since was read, recom­ 
mending the calling of a Sabbath Convention 
and the formation of a permanent Sabbath 
Association. Rev. Dr, Williams, Chairman 
of that committee, supported the recom­ 
mendations in a brief speech. The subject 
was discussed at some length by numbers of 
the clergy and others piesent. Pending di» 
enssion the meeting adjourned for two weeks. 
BOARD OF SUPERVISORS. 
A meeting of the Board of Supervisors was 
held this evening, at which the question cf 
granting the railroad franchises was consid­ 
ered. A writ of prohibition was served on 
the Board, at the instance of Ecgene P. 
Dewey and W. E. Dewey, owners of prop­ 
erty on Brannan street, requiring the Board 
to appear within thirty days and show cause 
why it should not be perpetually enjoined 
from granting the franchise to the Bay 
Shore Railroad Company. 
The joint 
Committee on Streets and Judiciary 
reported in favor of passing to print and 
granting a franchise to the San Francisco and 
Ocean Shore Railroad Company. The Oc:an 
Sbore Railroad Company’s application for a 
franchise was referred to the Street and 
Judiciary Committees. The order granting 
the Bay Shore Railroad Company a fran­ 
chise to skirt the water front was laid ever 
until the next meeting. The order granting 
the Southern and Central Pacific Railroad 
Companies a right to extend their tracks on 
King street, between Sixth and Seventh, was 
indefinitely postponed. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 
The Grand Jury is still continuing its in­ 
vestigations of the Treasurer’s office. 
It is said that the investigation into the af­ 
fairs of the House of Correction develops 
that affairs there are iu a very bad state, and 
that it is probable Superintendent Prevost 
will be removed. 
While in a closet attached to the north-end 
police station, Sunday night, officer Harry 
Angill attempted to change his revolver from 
his hip to his breast pocket. The weapon 
was a self-cocker, and in some unaccountable 
manner was discharged, the ball entering his 
leftside just below the heart, and, ranging 
downward and inward, inflicted an exceed­ 
ingly dangerous wouDd. He was at once re­ 
moved to the City Receiving Hospital by his 
brother officers, but all efforts to find the 
lodging-place of the ball were in vain. The 
wouudeu man had but lately recovered from a 
long period of disability brought on by a pis­ 
tol wound received at the bauds of burglars 
on California street. The police surgeon en­ 
tertains hopes of his recovery. 
In relation to the prominent local topic— 
street railroad privileges and street wire priv­ 
ileges—it is learned that the Street and Judi­ 
ciary Committees of the Board of Supervisors 
met conjointly Saturday night for the pur­ 
pose of considering the railroad franchises 
pending before the Board. By sn amend­ 
ment to the order, allowing George S. Ladd 
and associates to lay telegraphic and tele­ 
phonic wires in the streets, the parties aro re­ 
quired to keep the streets in repair in which 
their wires are laid and to furnish tho city 
twenty telephonic connections free of charge. 
A like amendment was made in the matter 
of the Swales Ocean Wave Company, in re­ 
lation to the mains for flushing purposes ; and 
the two orders were recommended passed to 
print. In consideration of a promise on the 
part of Messrs. Barnes, Laver and associates, 
to pay the city five per cent, per month of 
the net profits of their proposed street rail­ 
road franchise from the intersection of Powell 
and Eddy streets to North Beach, the com­ 
mittees decided to report favorably. After a 
variety of motions seeking to curtail tho 
privileges r.sked by the Bay Sbore Railroad 
Company, and others looking to a refusal of 
the Board to grant it a franchise, were all lost 
by a lie vote, the order was finally passed 
upon favorably, the only restriction being the 
company shall not be allowed to halt its cars 
upon a street crossing. The committee 
passed to print Joseph Kohn’s application for 
a franchise to construct a street railroad from 
San Jose avenue and Twenty-sixth street to 
Berry and Seventh.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


S eeio v s S ta b b in g .—The cutting affray re­ 
ferred to yesterday as between Thomas Jack­ 
son and James Vaughn came near being 
serious. 
It appears that the two got into a 
dispute in front of the Bon Ton Kitchen on 
K-Btreet, near Third, and finally to blows. 
Vaughn’s appearance immediately after the 
occurrence corroborates his story that he re­ 
ceived severe punishment and was knocked 
down more than once by the. fist of Jackson 
coming in contact with his nose, mouth and 
vicinity. 
Vaughn, who was an inmate of 
the County Hospital, and in a weakly condi­ 
tion from advanced pulmonary affection, 
states that he used his kDife—a very dull 
pocket piece—In self-defense. Chief Karcher 
came upon the scene just as the affair had 
closed, when he found Jackson bleeding very 
profusely from a cut on the top of the head. 
Having sent hi to to a physician’s office, near 
by, in charge of another party, he followed 
A aught, arrested hitn and conducted him 
to the city jail. 
It was some time before the 
blood could be stopped from Jackson’s wound, 
as au artery was cut which had to be 
taken up, but when this had been successfully 
done he was also taken by the Chief to the 
lockup. Upon arrival there it was found 
that Vaughn’s knife had been thru-t twice 
into Jackson’* body, once just under and 
back of the left arm, and again below the 
right shoulder-blade. He was eo drunk at 
the time that be did not know of these cuts 
until he was searched at the police headquar­ 
ters, and his clothes found full of blood from 
them. 
The affair will be inquired into before 
the Police Court th¡3 morning. 
The only 
apparent reason why the thrusts did not 
prove f atal was because of the extreme dull­ 
ness of the blade and its not being adapted to 
such application.

Mr. Loorya finds in 
his memoranda another similar card in refer- 
8nc9 to J. M. Williams, given in July, 1881, 
which he thinks may have been the same 
party as “ Joe,” but he has no knowledge as 
to the person by that name. Possibly some 
one may see this who may from this data be 
able to give some clue to the deceased per­ 
son. 
Cigar-holders 
and matches in the 
pockets show that he was a smoker, and a 
spool of coarse linen thread and needles, also 
found, indicate that he was an unmarried 
man.

The regular meeting of the Board of City 
, Trustees was held yesterday morning, at 
which all the members were present.

Mr. Ryan reported in relation to the mat­ 
ter of the side-track of the street railway on 
H, between Seventeenth and Twentieth 
streets, remarking that he did not think the 
present construction lobe a nuisance, nor any 
great inconvenience.

In relation to X street, between Sixth and 
Ninth, for the opening of which petition was 
filed, it was ordered, upon recommendation 
of the Street Commissioner, that no action be 
takeii to open it at present, as the street can 
only be used a portion of the year on account 
of water, without considerable expense in 
filling. 
Upon rr.o'ioD, it was ordered that Front 
street be filled in from P to Q four feet above 
present grade, and that the Street Commis­ 
sioner advertise for sealed proposals for doing 
the work. 
I t was also ordered that the Clerk of the 
Board advertise for sealed proposals for fur­ 
nishing groceries, meat and bread to the city 
prison. Also for doing the city advertising 
and printing, and aleo for furnishing water 
taps for one year from November 25, 1881. 
A commuuication was received from Dr. F. 
W. Hatch, Secretary of the Board of Health’ 
stating that at a meeting of said Board, held 
November 5, 1881, a resolution was passed 
to request the Board of City Trustees to have 
a sewer constructed on the line of Seventeenth 
street of the required capacity, for the benefit 
of the section lying east of Fourteenth 
street.

H a b e a s 
C o rp u s.—Yesterday Ah Lung 
was brought before Judge Denson upon a 
writ of habeas corpus alleging that he was il­ 
legally held in custody. J . W. Armstrong 
appeared for the petitioner, and City Attor­ 
ney W . A. Anderson represented the pee- 
ple. The petitioner ¡3 one of the parties re- 
csntly convicted in the Police Court for car­ 
rying a concealed weapon, under Ordinance 
No. 84 of this city, prohibiting any one ex­ 
cept peace officers and travelers, and those 
having a permit from the Board of Police 
Commissioners, from wearing or carrying 
concealed deadly or dangerous weapons with­ 
in the city limits. I t was shown on the trial 
in the Police Court that the defendant 
was one of the parties who have been 
indulging in the amusement of shooting 
at or among their countrymen on 1 street 
lately, and is in Chinese circles commonly 
denominated a “ highbinder.” The grounds 
urged by petitioner’s counsel for the dis­ 
charge were, first, that there was r.o vaiid 
judgment entered against tho defendant, and 
that the certified copy of the judgment re­ 
turned by the Chief of Police as his author­ 
ity for holding him was untrue ; second, that 
the ordinance under which the conviction was 
obtained is unconstitutional and void, being 
class legislation. City Attorney Anderson, 
for the people, argued, in support of the 
commitment, that as it was certified to by the 
Clerk of the Court and was the sole author­ 
ity of the Chief of Police for holding de­ 
fendant, that it could not be questioned, and 
even if it could be brought in question, the 
Court could now enter a proper judgment 
and return i t ; that the ordinance in question 
was not class legislation ; that because excep­ 
tions were made therein would not bring it 
under the head of class legislation, any more 
than exceptions in license ordinances and laws; 
that the ordinance is one under the police 
power of the municipal government, and is 
constitutional and valid. Owing to the late­ 
ness of the hour and the long session of the 
Court he had held during the day, the Judge 
declined to hear any further argument in the 
case, and took the questions under advise­ 
ment, remanding the petitioner to the cus­ 
tody of the Chief of Police in the mean­ 
time to await conclusions.

distribution or transportation.

9. Em pty fruit boxes, packages or baskets may 
be disinfected by dipping in boiling water, and al­ 
lowed to remain in said boiling water not less than 
two m inutes.

possession thereof, or offering for sale, gift, distri­ 
bution or t'anportation, are hereby required to pro­ 
cure a certificate of disinfection before removal for 
sale, gift, distribution or transportation. 
12. Any tree or plant cuttings, grafts, scions, 
plants or trees of any kind, em pty fruit boxes, fruit 
packages, or fruit baskets, or transferable m aterial 
of any kind, offered fi r sale, .gift, distribution c r 
transportation, in violation of the Q uarantine Kulea 
and Kcgulationa for the protection of fruit and fruit 
trees, approved by the Board of State V iticultural 
Commissioners, may be seized by the Chief Execu­ 
tive Horticultural and Health Officer, or by any of 
the local resident Inspectors appointed by h im ; 
said seizure to be the taking possession thereof, and 
ho’ding for disinfection, or for an order of condem­ 
nation by a Court of com petent jurisdict:on. 
13. Am person violating the above Q uarantine 
Rules and hegulations shall lie deemed guilty of a 
n-isdemeinor, and upon conviction thereof shall be 
punishable by fine of not less than twenty five nor 
more thau one hundred dolbrs.

nties. H e looked inoch better, physically and 
otherwise, than when he last appeared to 
plead to the indictment. 
Still he had the

lieved of his handcoffs, and took his seat be­ 
side his sister, Mrs. Scoviile. 


T H E WOBK or SECURING A JU R Y . 
A bout 11 o’clock the work of securing a jury 
was begun. 
The first three presented were 
ditqualined, two on the ground that they had 
formed fixed opinions on the case, and the 
other on tho ground that he had conscientious 
i;,-Tuples on the subject of c.pita! punish 
inent.

Five jurors had been obtained and sworn 
in at coon.

c o n d u c t o r t h e p r i s o n e r . 
The prisoner at this point slowly rose and 
informed the Court th at he would like to 
make a speech to-morrow morning, but he 
was ordered by the Court to take his seat. 
He then passed his m anuscript speech to a 
newspaper man, lint before the latter could 
leave the Court room Scoviile called him back 
and compelled him to return it. 
This raised 
the anger of the prisoner, who excitedly de­ 
clared that he was not under the control of 
his cqpnsei; that he was a lawyer, and knew 
law himself; that when he wanted help he 
would ask for it—and he desired his speech 
to be published, for the purpose of influencing 
public opinion.

All the time Robinson was speak­ 
ing Guiteau was carrying on what appeared 
to be ?. remonstrance with Scoviile, wh > was 
apparently trying to quiet and suppress him. 
A t the c!o-e of Robinson’s speech, Guiteau 
insisted on being heard. 
He said he was not 
aware th it a poscpmcmsnt was to be re­ 
quested. 
He desired to be heard in his own 
hehalf at the very (hreahbold of the case. 
So far as lie was concerned, be did not want 
further time. 
He was ready to try the case 
now. 
Owing to the opposition of Scoviile 
aud toe prisoner to the application cf Rofcin- 
n m f or an exteueinn of time, the Court statei! 
th at for the present the caso should proceed, 
b i far, at least, as the swearing of the j ury 
was concerned, and they would consider the 
question oy-exteusi-jn. 


REVIEW OP THU SCENES IN THE COURT-ROOM. 
W a sh in g t o n , November 14ih.—G uitean’a 
peri ’f inances ia Court to-day seemed to have 
convinced a few persons th at he is really 
crazy, but the genera! opinion is th at he over­ 
did his acting; th at the same shrewdness 
with which he planned the assassination and 
his escape from a mob prompted him to his 
line of conduct this morning, with a view to 
backing up his pica of insanity ! v his actions. 
H e was uadjubtedly much excited, espscmlly 
when two policemen seized him. 
He threw 
them off violently, and told them to mind 
thair owa business. 
Ho proposed to conduct 
his o v a ca’e. 
The e urse of Robinson, as­ 
sociate counsel, ia asking for a postponement 
and t r additional counsel without consulting 
Scoviile, his chief, was commented on as un­ 
usual in prsctic.-. 
Se ville says such a pro­ 
ceeding is a;.h: ar i of, and that he will retire 
from (he case if Robiujon is permitted such a 
high-handed course. 
ScoviUa was very in­ 
dignant in Court, and was only pacified by 
the assurance of the Judge th at nothing 
sfcentd lie done without consulting him. 
The beginning of the trial was full of inci­ 
dents, aud the excitement seen s to be grow- 
iug. 
GCITEAU'a PREPARED SPEECH. 
W ashington, 
November 14th.—In the 
speech which G niteau had prepared for de­ 
livery in Court, he says i.o is charged with 
murdering one Jam es A. Garfield. 
Nothing 
can be more absurd, because General Garfield 
died of malpractice. 
General Garfield was a 
good rase, but a weak politician. 
Being 
President, he was in a position to do a vast 
harm 
to 
the 
Republic, 
and 
he was 
doing it by au unwise use of patronage, 
and the Lord and himself took the responsi­ 
bility of removing him ; th at his duty to the 
Lord and to the American people overcame 
his personal feelings towards General G ar­ 
field, and lie sought to remove him. 
N ot 
being a marksman, General Garfield was not 
fatally shot, but incompetent physicians 
finished the work, and they, uot himself, are 
responsible for his death. 
H e then speaks of 
the breach in the Republican party, and his 
resolve to remove the President, and claims 
the. Deity ordered him to fire the shot. 
He 
refers to his work on theology, im a u ty in 
the family, his married life and his life in 
prison, and appeals to those whom he says he 
has pat in position and to the general public, 
to send him money for his defense. 
BTILL ANOTHER ACCOUNT OF THE SCENES IN 
THE TRIAL. 
C hicago, November 14th.—The following ! 
description of the scene in the W ashington 
Court-room to-day was received by special: 
A s Robinson sat down, Guiteau arose and 
said : “ If your Honor please, I desire to ad­ 
dress the Court.” 
His manner was calm and I 
business like. 
People rose to their feet all I 
over the room, but there was no disturbance. ' 
He went o n : “ I did not know my counsel 
was ready to make his speech this morning. 
I desire to speak for myself. 
I am here on a 
murderous charge, and I desire to be heard 
in my own defense.” 
“ This is not the time to enter upon the de­ 
fense,” said Judge Cox, quietly. 
“ I t is only 
iu question whether more time is necessary 
for preparing the defense.” 
“ I t i s not needed,” asid Gniteau. 
"W e 
are ready to go on with the case now.” 
Robinson smiled c t this, and asked Guiteau 
to sit down, 
* 
The prisoner said: “ You keep s t i l l b u t 
he did sit down, m uttering as he did so, “ We 
ready to g o ahead d o w .” 
Cojcnel Corkliil! sa i: he saw no reason why 
the time sh *uld be extended. 
M r. Robineoc made affidavit th at some of 
the grounds cn which he asked delay was in 
ordur to get the nrctcsary witnesses and 
counsel. 
H a raid he was practically alone in 
the case, and needed some one. 
There was doubtless an evident split be- 
twei-n Scoviile an-i 11 ifciason. 
Scoviile, addressing the Court, 6ald that 
Robirspn’s application was made without 
l.is knowledge, which was certainly a strange 
p-iicefJing. sines be had not ever, seen the 
affidavit nor heard what counsel hoped to 
get. 
F or bis part he was ready to go on 


w ith the trial. H e kr.ew he was incompetent 
to go ahead without assistance, but he had 
hoped without M r. Robinson’s assistance to 
be able to proceed. 
Even now he hoped to 
be of some assistance to Robinson,^ but if he 
was to go on in this way he (Scoviile) should 
withdraw. 
Here Guiteau jumped to his feet and said 
in an excited m anner: 
“ I indorse _ every 
word he says. 
Robineon came ¡Dto this case 
without consulting me, and I den’t like the 
way he talks. 
I order him peremptorily to 
withdraw from the case.” 
Robinson renewed his application. 
Scoviile claimed th at the near relatives of 
the prisoner should at least know th at they 
were expected to come for the defense. 
Guiteau again interposed : 
“ We don’t 
«want Robinson anyway. 
This is peremptory, 
and he m ust go.” 
ScoviUe went o n : 
“ If we have time 
enough we could get counsel good enough and 
plenty, without m oney; but if the.Court is 
going to give us time aud at the same time 
assign counsel. I don’t agree with it.” 
W ith this Guiteau jumped up again, and 
rapping cn the table with his knuckles, he 
said : 
“ M r. Scoviile is next to me in this 
case. 
I intend to do this business myself. 
Robinson is not wanted." 
. 
The officers tried to keep him quiet, but 
he told them to mind their own business. He 
was in the presence of the Court, and would 
talk when ne felt like it. 
Colonel Cork hill asked the Court to try to 
keep the prisoner quiet. 
Hereupon Guile.*u sat down, say.ng that 
he would do whatever tbs Court wished him 
to, and after that be was comparatively 
quiet. 
The S tar B onte S w indle—F u rth e r P roof 
of F ra u d . 
W ashington, November 14th.—There ar­ 
rived in the city yesterday a gentleman who 
is taking a great interest in the etar-route 
prosecution. 
H is name is Jenm ngs, and he 
comes here to tell a little effiry, which is 
without doubt a counterpart of what hundreds 
of other sub-contractors could tell were they 
eo disposed. AmoDg Dorsey’s routes in Mon­ 
tana was one about 200 miles in length. 
The 
schedule of this route allowed eighty-four 
hours for the trip, and required three trips 
per week. 
The pay for the service was $22,­ 
000. 
Dorsey sublet this route to Jennings 
for 812,000, and pocketed $10,000 per year, 
clean cash. 
Dorsey two years since went to 
work and had the route expedited from 
eighty four to sixty hours, and the pay conse­ 
quently raised to about $35,000. He pocketed 
the $13,000 additional pay, and told Je n ­ 
nings 
be had better make his 
trip in 
sixty hours instead of eighty-four hours, as 
the Government would prefer i t ; hut made 
no raise in the contract price. 
Jennings, 
obligingly, attem pted to do Lis work in sixty 
honra, but_ failed frequently, owing to insuffi­ 
cient equipment. 
As a result, tines were 
inflicted, and last year Mr. Jennings’ fines 
exceeded his pay as sub-contractor by §1,000. 
This priceeding naturally made Jennings’ 
contract unprofitable, and he was obliged to 
throw it np. 
The Government ¡3 thoroughly 
investigating this, aud it is thought that 
Jennings’ fines will be remitted eventually. 
PoslotHre IM scontinned—C om m issioned— 
P resen ted Ills C redentials. 
W ashington, November 14th.—F irst As­ 
sistant Postm cster General H atton to-day 
discontinued the po3toffice at Shskelford’s, 
King and Quesn county, Virginia, because 
the people of th at town would not let the 
Postm aster have a place for an office. 
AH 
the citizens of that town are Democrats, and 
they objected to the appointm ent of Goalder 
because he is a llsadjuster. 
Th6y refused to 
reut him a room fur an office, ar.d when he 
bought lumber, refused to let him have groucd 
on which to erect an office. 
This caee was 
thus represented to the Departm ent, and the 
offie9 was ordered discontinued. 
Samuel E. Uarrothers, who was confirmed 
by the Senate as Postm aster at McKeesport, 
and whom Congressman Baine and others 
have worked so hard against, this morning 
saw Postmaster-General Jam es and had an 
interview with him. 
Carrothsrs is repre­ 
sented as a Cameron man in Pennsylvania 
politics, acd the anti-Cameron element un­ 
dertook to influence the President not to sign 
his 
commission. 
The 
anti-Camaronites 
wanted one of their set appointed. 
After 
Carrother’s interview with Jam es, the latter 
ordered the commission sent to the Presi­ 
dent for his signature, and it has gone up. 
This indicates that the President has deter­ 
mined to sign Carrother’s commission. 
Hon. Lionel Sackville W est, the new B rit­ 
ish M inister, called upon President A rthur 
this afternoon and formally presented his 
credentials. 
H e was introduced to the Pres­ 
ident by Secretary Blaine. 
The customary 
congratulatory addresses were made. 
Increased M all Facilities fo r th e Pacific 
to a s t-M a -s Sleeting a t Cheyenne. 
Cheyenne(Wy.), November 14th.—A m ass 
meeting was held this evening to agitate the 
question of increased mail facilities for the 
Paeific coast. Governor H oyt presided. The 
resolutions recite the fact that the Territories 
of Wyoming, M ontana, Idaho, U tah. W ash 
iogton, and the States of Oregon, Nevada, 
California, containing over a million anu a 
half of ¡isople, have but one mail per day east 
aud w est; th at the States and Territories 
named, and tho public press thereof, be re 
quested to take such interest in the further­ 
ance of the design to induce Congress to act 
in the premises as they may deem fit, this 
meeting suggesting th at public meetings a.-d 
petitions to Congress, backed by the earnest 
effort f f the press of the Pacific coast, would 
probably be more desirable methods of ac­ 
complishing the end proposed, and th at the 
press of the coast be appealed to for its aid 
end encouragement in the furtherance of this 
object.

Two mails per day are 
wanted. 
Im p o rta n t S u p r e m e f o u r ! Decision, 
W ash in g to n , November 1-1 th.—A decision 
was rendered in th9 Supreme Court of the 
U nited States to-day in the case of Davis & 
Patrick vs. Wells, Fargo & Co., which set- 
rles s me pcinta in the law oi guarantee that 
have hitherto been subjects of controversy. 
This Court holds that when A., in considera­ 
tion of $1 to hitn ia hand paid, executes and 
cau-es to be delivered to 15. an unconditional 
agreement to guarantee the payment, up to a 
specified amount, of C.’s present and future 
indebtedness to said 13., it is not necessary for 
B. to formally notify the guarantor A. of fci3 
acceptance of tho lei a u of agreement, or to 
keep the latter informed from time to time of 
the amount of C.’s indebtedness. 
In the 
opinion of Ibis Court, the written instrum ent 
is cot merely an off- r to do a certain thing, 
which to be valid must be formally te ­ 
m pted by the party for 
whose b e n fit 
it is made. 
I t 
is, 
on 
the 
contrary, 
a complete contract by virtue of the ac­ 
knowledgment which it contaics of the re 
ceipt by the guarantor of a valuable consid­ 
eration for services to bs rendered. 
The 
payment to the guarantor of a stipulated 
c mside: a ’.iou is sufficient notice to him that 
his agreement is accepted, and he is by the 
ii-sttument itself stopped dow from denying 
th at such consideration was recovered. 
The 
fact that the consideration is merely nominal 
makes no diiTerecce. 
A sfiDulatioa iu con­ 
sideration of $1 is just as effectual as if the 
-urn was larger. 
W ith regard to the obliga­ 
tion of the guarantee to notify the guarantor 
of the defauit of the debtor, the Court helas 
th at where the guarantor sutlers loss or dam­ 
age by reason of the failure of the guarantee 
to givo him such notification, he is to th at ex­ 
tent released ; but both losses are laches of 
plaintiff, and the loss of defendant m ust con­ 
stitute a defense. 
The judgment of the

The case was a suit brought by the 
St. Louis Insurance Company, assignee of 
Meir ¿c Co., to lecover the value of certain 
cotton shipped at St. Louis ia 1673 for Liver­ 
pool, under an agreement between Meir^ and 
the fsst freight Hue known as the Erie & 
Pacific Diüpatch. 
The cotton was ehipped 
by the Dispatch over the V andalia line, 
thence over the Hnes of the Pittsburg, Cin­ 
cinnati 
4 
St. Louis, A tlantic & Great 
Western & Erie Railroads. 
I t was burned 
at Jersey City while in custody of the Erie 
Railroad. 
The Vandalia line did not execute 
a bill of lading, b at waybilled the freight 
from St. Louis to Indianapolis, and thence 
delivered it in good order to the Pittsburg, 
Cincinnati 4 St. Louis 
Company. 
The 
main question presented by the case is 
whether the V andalia line was responsible 
for 
the 
safety 
of 
the 
cotton 
after 
its delivery to another carrier. 
Its liability 
was asserted by the owners of the property 
in question, upon the ground th at it and 
other railroads had an arrangement wilh the 
Eria and Pacific Dispatch, and with each 
other,whereby a through rate was established 
for the whole route. 
Such an arrangement, 
it was contended, made the railway compa­ 
nies partners.

Dispatch is liable under its contracts for the 
safety of the whole route, but each railroad is 
responsible only for its own negligence.

L iab ility o r a R eceiver. 
W ashington, November 14th.—An im­ 
portant decision was rendered by the U nited 
States Supreme Court to-day in the case of 
Francis H. Barton vs. John Barber, re­ 
ceiver—a case involving the liability of a re­ 
ceiver to suit in Courts in another State than 
whose Court appointed him. 
I t is held that 
where the Court of one State haB a railroad 
or other property in its possession for admin­ 
istration as trustees, and has appointed a re­ 
ceiver to aid it iu the performance of its duty 
by carrying on the business to which tho 
property is adopted, a Court of another State 
has no jurisdiction to entertain against such 
receiver for canse of aciinn arising iu the 
State iu which he was appointed, and in 
which the property iu his possession is situ­ 
ated, based on bis negligence or th at of his 
servants in tho performance of their duty in 
respect to euch property, or for any services 
performed or material furnished the receiver 
in carrying on such business. 
The judgment
